UK Amateur Radio Licences 


UK telecommunications regulator Ofcom has announced that it’s set to start 
cancelling Amateur Radio licenses, possibly numbering into the thousands, that have 
not been “revalidated” by the holder. 


Amateur Radio licenses in the UK must be revalidated every 5 years, but until Ofcom 
goes through the process of revoking the license, such a license remains valid. The 
first batch to be revoked will comprise Amateur Radio licenses that had been due for 
revalidation between September 2012 and January 2013. Ofcom posted a notice on its 
website in order to reach licensees it has not been successful in contacting. 


DX News 


A team of experienced German operators will sign S5Z4HW from Kenya from 4th to 
18th October. They will be on all bands 160 — 6m on CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL 
manager is DL7DF. 


Members of the Mediterraneo DX Club will operate as 3W3MD from Da Nang in 
Vietnam until 10 November. Some of the team will travel to Cham Island for 3 to 4 
days and sign 3W3MD/P from the quite rare IOTA reference AS-162. QSLs will be 
handled by IK2VUC. 


Eric F6ICX returns to Madagascar from 1st November to 12th December. He will 
reactivate his 5R8IC callsign from Sainte-Marie Island which is IOTA reference AF- 
090. This will be a holiday style operation and QSLs go via the home call. 


Three US operators will visit Montserrat from 4th to 12th November. Look for the 
callsigns VP2MXP, VP2MEW and VP2MRL. Activity will be on all bands 80 — 6m. 


XE1EE has been celebrating 20 years on the air with the special call 4A5XX. This 
call expires on 23rd November so prefix hunters have only a few more weeks to get 
him into your log.
